A Liberal Education 

Is Essential To Leadership 

\\ the opening of the liSfh academic vear at 

( iil.i.i l iiiM iviiv. Hi HctiiA J. (.ainian, 

ol tlx dcparunent pf hiuor), made an addres-s 
which WM of unusual interest and importance. 
He dc'.'ili wild ihc sulijcti ol :i libera! ediu ation. 
andjwinied out four major im[)erfeciions whitli 
today are wnik 1 iiiiaiin educational theory and 
prat lite. ;<nd M-hich tend actaally to crowd out 
the lilx'ral arts. 

These he listed at the widespread introduc- 
lioii of vrxaiionni tourses siipjx)sed ut sup|4y 
the iininediaie needs oi students who must face 
the competitive sinigj^Ie and make a living; the 
too rapid growth of specialization; too great an 
emphasis upon the immediate present and neg- 
lect of the past, and the failure to develop men 
of genuine wisdom and strong leadership. 

With respect to leadership, for example. Dr. 
(.nriiuin said that the liberal arts courses should 
be stressed because "wise Icadenhip in public 
affairs and. indeed, in alf walks of life, comes 
iioi liinii those who h;ne folloucd oiih narnnv 
specialties, but from those who are broadly 



Ml f lirinil>erl.nin. the Riiii'-h premier, in 
his briel but noble speech whi<h lecently was 
broadcast to the %«rarld in a great crisis, illu- 
su.iicd iIk truth of this. Ii was iinimpassioned. 
clear. intisi%c. moving u\>on a high plane f)l 
reason ami morality, and reflected his long 
tiaining. his scholarship, and his historical and 
l>hil(tsophicai background. Millions of Ameri 
cans compared ii wiili ilu h.imngtie in which 
Chancellor Hitler a short time before had in- 
dulged, full of demagogv. malice, and vitupera- 
lion and delivered in a manner 10 arouse ilif 
wur^t insiinc* . a' i passions of the crowd. 

"Vocationally, we ai« the wonder of the 
\M>ild." said I)i . (Cai man, "but in oilier lealms 
where circumstances demand high character, the 
attitudes of objectivity, calmness, patience, tact, 
broad syntpathies, depth of understanding and 
insight into the springs rtf human action, we 
hav( Ucn much less successful. .Xmerica has 
a plentitude of techniciaiu. It needs more and 
wiser pilots." 

There are five, disdfrfines which are recom 
mended as essemial to the proper equipment of 
a people, all to be gained primarily from the 
lilxi.il arts. These are pre<ision. appreciaiion. 
toleration, refiection, and constnictive imagina- 
tion. "The discipline of appttedatioa thmild 
b( ilic gaiewav to the realm of the emoti<ms. 
and poetry, music, and the Ane arts rather than 
■ l e nog ia phy, oSkc Hinf, and shop practice." 

I)i Riiiler, laoident of rolnmbi.i. rerenlK 
remarked that a iiberai education "is suihcienth 
broad to serve aa die foundation for every form 
of %'ocatioiul training." Such a training is a 
necessary foundation for s]x-(iali7aiinn but sho- 
uld never be confused with it, nor should vo<a 
tional training ever be made a substitute for it.

The reaoureefubtesB of the college 
student is also well shown in the 
Dositions held by men students on 
the campu.^. It is not unasual to 
see University men raking leaves or 
cutting grass. Many of men work 
on the campus, in the library, in 
the various laboratories, or on the 
grounds. On the student lists are 
many deetridans. asediantes. die- 
mists, and ■Hdtoal assistants.
